Mankind—sent into different lands and cli- 
mates, with different capacities, by the kind providence of God, with 
the express view of their supplying each others wants—are misled 
everywhere by ignorant and interested clamour, and are taught to 
look upon one another as mutually inimical, instead of ministers 
to each others wants, which they are, or were at least, designed 
to be. 

From all this we conclude, that Free Trade is not necessarily at- 
tached to republican government, but to enlightened government. ‘Then, 
again, we apprehend every country has as enlightened a government 
as it deserves, or is fit for, at the time; if it deserved any better it 
would net belong in having it. So, without disparaging any movement 
set on foot to extend the power of the governed—for that movement 
will succeed precisely to the extent that it deserves to do so, and to 
that extent we wish it success very heartily—we shall continue, turn- 
ing neither to the right nor to the left, to aid in that movement, and 
in that only, which will give to the industry, not of Englishmen only, 
not of Americans only, but of MEN throughout the wide world, the 
chance of suiting itself where it can—which will allow the hungry to 
be fed, and the naked clothed, where best they may—which will al- 
low the industrious everywhere to work, and to be paid for their work, 
and punish the idle and ignorant, as they deserve to be punished, 
—which, in fine, as it proceeds onwards to its accomplishment, will 
be the true leveller of all artificial distinctions between man and man, 
and suffer only to remain those which God and Nature have ordained.

Under these 
circumstances, the shipowners, not only for their own interest, but 
for the benefit of their country, ought to stand in the first rank as 
free-traders. The freer our intercourse, the more extended our com- 
merce, and the more ships will be wanted. Nor do all the advan- 
tages of a more extended intercourse with other nations rest with the 
shipowners alone—for, the larger our imports, the more equivalents 
foreigners must take from us directly or indirectly ; therefore, the 
document to which you called my at ention in the Mail of the 20th 
instant, gives an incorrect view of our present position with respect 
to the shipping interest. The returns 10t brought down late 
enough, and there is nothing to show the extent of our indirect ex- 
ports to other countries. If government prohibit imports, or try to 
keep them out by high duties, the smugel r inte rposes, and, toa 
certain extent, forces a trade, and the public in many cases, from the 
highest to the lowest, sympathise with him, if they think our laws 
unjust or too stringent. At this moment a large smuggling trade is 
carried on between France and England, on which you can effect 
regular insurance. Fortunately, the unwise Methuen treaty, which 
has kept us in trammels to Portugal for more than a century, is at an 
end, and that enables extend a more liberal policy to other 
wine-growing countries, and which has already benefited us much.

The Petition of the Committee of the Liverpool Peace Society 
humbly showeth, that your petitioners, who are members of a society 
whose principle is that war is inconsistent with Christianity and the 





nce to the folly of 
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true interests of mankind, address to your honourable house their 
respectful and earnest request that the present system of armed in- 
terference with the slave trade by this country may be promptly and 
altogether abandoned. Itis impossible for your petitioners to peruse, 
without shuddering, the startling details which are afforded on this 
subject by such authorities as Sir Thomas Fowell Buxton, Mr Mac- 
gregor Laird, the Rev. Pascoe Grenfell Hill, the Reports of the 
Western Coast of Africa, and a host of others, and they contend that, 
even were the suppression of the traffic in slaves certain to be ulti- 
mately effected by the means at present employed, a Christian peo- 
ple cannot be justified in the employment of such means. Your 
petitioners have selected from an able article in the last published 
number of the Westminster Review, the following brief summary of 
scme of the most important statements which bear directly upon the 
question. Mr Laird says, “ When we commenced the slave-trade 
treaties we found a legalized slave trade going on, witha certain 
degree of cruelty, which may be represented by a mortality of from 
ten to fifteen per cent; our interference made it a smuggling trade, 
and has raised the mortality to from twenty-five to thirty-three per 
cent.” The following statement is in Buxton’s African Slave ‘Trade:

The reviewer remarks that, whereas, under an open and unfet- 
tered trade one hundred and twenty thousand available slaves would 
be procured by a loss to Africa of two hundred and fifty thousand 
negroes, the same number now costs that devoted country four hun- 
dred thousands of her sons. For the difference of one hundred and 
fifty thousand yearly the British squadron is responsible. 

Her Majesty’s Commissioners at Havannah report on the first 
January, one thousand eight hundred and forty, the numbers intro- 
duced into the island have n the whole, varied from forme 
years; and, as Havannah affords a fair specimen of the system, it 
must be borne in mind that this denotes, according to the above 
estimate, a sacrifice of life in the proportion of one hundred and fifty 
thousand out of every four hundred thousand negroes captured and 
brought to the coast. 
March 1841, “ The number despatched (of vessels for the slave trade) 
is, we fear, a prognostication of the dealers being as desperately bent 
as ever on carrying on their pursuits.” On the léth of September 
1841, they state, “ from these circumstances it appears that the trade, 
in fact, continues unrepressed ;” and on the 25th of November 1841, 
“these indications of undiminished pursuit of the slave trade, we 
regret to add, are further confirmed by the arrivals, as it is reported 
that nearly two thousand Africans were landed from slave vessels in 
the immediate neighbourhood during the month.” 

These reports of the incessant activity of the slave traders are cor- 
roborated by much later dates, and by many private letters, and 
especially by the interesting but (

your petitioners will now shortly refer. 
by H. M. 8S. Cleopatra, and the Rey. Mr [ill, to his enduring credit, 
went and remained on board of her. “ The number of slaves at that 
time (April 1843) was four hundred and forty-seven, of which one 
hundred and eighty-nine (few of them exceeding twenty years of 
age) were men, forty-five women, and two hundred and thirteen 
boys. The burden of the Progresso was one hundred and forty tons, 
length of the slave deck thirty-seven feet, mean breadth twenty-one 
and a half feet, and the height three and a half feet. A violent 
squall came on in the night, in consequence of which, in order to 
atford the crew sufficient room to work the v it became neces- 
sary to send the negroes below, and, to prevent their again coming 
on deck, to force down upon them the after-hatch.” The scene of 
horrors which ensued is described with heart-rending minuteness ; 
but your petitioners will only further quote from Mr Hill that the 
“next morning fifty-four crushed and mangled corpses lifted up from 
the slave deck were brought up to the gangway and thrown over- 
board.” One of the Spaniards on board stated that the negroes were 
in a very sickly state when embarked, having waited for two or three 
months on the coast in expectation of a vessel, some of them had 
come from far in the interior and were received in wretched condi- 
tion, and fifty were rejected as unfit to take. The total number of 
deaths in the Progresso after Mr Hill went on board was one hun- 
dred and sixty-three. Ilere, again, is a fair specimen of the practi- 
cal working of the system, and yet, as many members of your ho- 
nourable house must be fully aware much of its horrible consequences 
remains untold. 

Your petitioners maintain that the following positions are esta- 
blished by the clearest and most authentic testimony :—First, ‘That, 
so far from the means employed for the suppression of the slave 
trade having been effective to their end, the number of negroes for- 
cibly torn from their homes has been greatly increased. Second, 
That the sufferings and mortality of the negroes before, during, and 
after their transfer to their various destinations, have, by those ve ry 
means, however otherwise intended, been frightfully aggravated. 

Your petitioners, therefore, being convinced that no external force 
can be effected to crush this trade so long as it continues a profitable 
one, and feeling, also, that, however good the object to be accom- 
plished, they have no authority to seek its accomplishment through 
the destruction of human life, do most respectfully and most urgently 
epntreat your honourable house to assist in putting an end, without
